Tom Woolfolk Expiates His ‘Ter- 
‘rible Crime on the 
Gallows.

Olosing Scene in an Awful Butob- 
ery in Hazard'’s Dis- 
trict, Georgia. 


Nine Peopie Brutally Murdered by a Single 
Assassin—The Victims, Capt. Richard 
FF. Woolfolk, His Wife and Their Chil. 
dren, Richard F., Jr., Susan Pearl, An- 
nie, Kosebad, Charlie, Mattie and Mrs. 
Temple West, an Aged Relative—A Com. 
mon Weed Ax Used by the Murderer—The 
Vietims Butchered While Asleep—Iina- 
vestigation Fastens the Crime on Tom 
Woolfolk, the Eldest Sen—His Unsatis- 
factery Account ef the Tragedy—Two 
Trials and Twe Convictions. 


PERRY, Ga,, Oct. 29.—Tom Woolfolk, the 
Bibb County murderer condemned to die for 
slaughter of nine members of his father’s 
family, spent aquiet nightin his cell in the 
little county jail, where he nas;)been confined 
since being sentenced to dcath, three weeks 
ago. Upto2o’clock Woolfolk was kept dusy 
r€ceiving a succession of callers, who were 
admitted by twos and threes for short inter- 
He conversed freely 
with all his visitors, chatting and laughing 
im @h unconoeérned manner. To all he 
stoutly protested his innocence of 
Dr. BE. W. Warren, Pastor 
ofthe Macon Baptist Church, had an inter- 
view with the condemned man. To the mina- 
fiater he protested his innocence again, and 
deciared be bad made his peace with God and 
expected to go to heaven when he died. 

**I’m an innocent man,’’ he said, ‘‘and God 
ain’t a-going to pupish a ‘man for what he 
never done.’’ 

Woolfolk took leave of his two sisters, Mrs. 
Cowam and Mrs. Edwards, yesterday, the 
farewell being a pecullarly affecting one. Last 
night the doomed man went to sieep about 2 
o’olock and slept soundly uptil 4, when 
he was awakened by the death 
watch. He went to sleep again ia 
5 minutes and enly woke when called at 5. 
Ats o’clock this morning, your ¢orrespondent 
had an interview with Woolfolk. The pris- 
oner talked cheerfully for haif au hour. 

Vil expect to die to-day,’ he said, ‘‘and I 
hope I'll meet it like a man. Of course it ain’t 
a thing a man likes to do, die, especially the 
way I’ve got te die, butl am ready to go. I'd 
rather have it over with than to stay any 
longer. Idon’t kaow as i want a reprieve. 
I'd die pretty soon anyhow, if I had a Iiife 
sentence. Lain’t got any statement to make 


During the interview he was sitting with his 
footon the stoveahd smoked a ciwar, non- 
chalantly removifig it frém his mouth and 
knocking off the ashes tnconcernedly as he 
Swmwilied at some jest that struck him. The

THE UNSUSPECTING VICTIMS. 
. On the night of the tragedy the first room 
On the left of the cen hallway, being on 
the sOuth side ofthe house, which faced to 
thé east, was occupied by Tom Woolfolk, who 
siept in a bed by himself, and by Richard and 
Chasiey, the other two boys of the family, 
who were sfeeping togéther. In the adjoining 
room, entered by adoor from the boys’ apart- 
ment, Capt. Woolfelk anda his wife and 
thelr infant peseawe slept. The back 
room across the _ hall ; 
by Miss Pearl Woolfolk, the beautiful eldest 
Gaughter, and her next youngest sister, An- 
nie, in ove bed and Mrs. Wast,a relative of 
the family visiting them at the time, with lit- 
tle Rosebud Woolfolk in another. the un- 
suspecting victimes lay down to pleasant 
dreams that night, and ell was quiet in the 
house until the murderous fend, ax in hand, 
set out in his task of exterMinating the sleep- 
ing family. 
he first comers onthe scene, entering the 
‘first room, the boys’ chamber, found it de- 
serted. In the next, the sleeping apartment 
of the parents, they gazed on -aspectacie that 
made the boldest Fecoil with borror. Biood 
was everywhere, under foot in littie pools and 
streams—hardly cold yet so recently bad it 
flowed in living veins—on the wulls and be- 
spattering the white sheets on the bed. It 
Was on the single bed that stood In the corner 
of the room thatthe ghastilest scene of all 
presented itself, four bodies piled io norrid 
Gisorder, one upon another, father, mother 
andtwo daughters. 

Capt. Woolfolk’s sturdy form lay stretched 
at full length on the side of the. bed next to 
the wall. Apparently he bad been dispatched 
before he had time to move, there being no 
evidence ofa struggie. His skull had been 
Crushed in by a bDlowfrom the ordinary wood 
ax, which had been secured from the yard, 
and with which all nine of the victims were 
dispatched. With her form half doubled upon 
thatof her busband lay the body of Mrs. 
Woolfolk. Herskull, too, was battered in 
and brains exuding bad clotted her hair and 
run down upon her peaceful, matronly face. 
Between thesetwo, dispatched with asingle 
blow while wrapped in the 


DEEP SLEEP OF INNOCENT CHILDHOOD, 
lay the littie 18-months’-old Dabe. A smile, 
such as childrensmilein sieep when angels 
whisper to them, played upon the infant lipe 
frozen in death’s cold clasp. Thrown partly 
across the bodies of her parents was that of 
the eldest daughter, Miss Pearl, who had 
been sieeping in the room across the hall, but 
had evidently been first butchered and then 
Cast upon the bea for some reason knewn 
only to the fiena himeelf. The maiden’s long 
silken tresses were matted with gore, and ber 
feet, which hung from the bed, were bathed 
in a bloody pool. 

The bodies of the two brothers, Richard, 
aged 20,and Charlie, aged 5, were side by 
side upon the gory floor. The eldest had re- 
ceived a series of blows, inflicted by the butt 
of the ax, crushing the sku}! in several places, 
while the little boy had had his head cloven 
with the bladeof the ax, and from a great, 
gaping wound a mags of brains poured out on 
the floor. 

Crossing to the room on the opposite side of 
the corridor the three remaining members of 
the househeld were found, each with head 
crushed by ‘the same remorseless ax. 
Old Mrs. West, A ‘*mother in 
Israel,’’ of fourscore and four, had 
received her death blow sieeping. 
She had never moved, and but fora yawning 
opening in her skull one would not have 
known but thnatshe still slept. Little 7-year- 
old Rosebud, who siept by her side, lay in her

ad donethe work, and a gash onthe left 
shoulder showed where the blow had gianced. 
Annie, the 10-year-old sister, who had evi- 
dentiy been awakened when Miss Pearl ran 
into her parents’ room, had fied from the as- 
sassin towards the window, with the bope of 
escaping through it.

A TERRIBLE BLOW IN THE BACK. 


In response to the inquiries ofthe early ar- 
rivals on the scene, Tom Woolfolk, who had 
lounged aboutthe place while the first hur- 
ried investigation was golougon and who ap- 
peared the least concerned man there, told a 
vague and unsatisfactory story of the crime, 
He declared that he had first been awakened 
about two hours before day-break by hearing 
an agonizing cry from his father. His younger 
brother, Richard, bad jumped up aad run 
into his father’s room. The next thing he 
heard was the heavy fall of Kichard’s 
body as be was struck down. Alarmed for his 
own safety and baving nothing with which to 
defend himself he then jumped out of the 
open window at the head of his bed and ran 
to give the alarm and get assistance. 

At first the improbability that a sane man 
would commitacrime so amazingly heinous 
kept the people from fixing the murder on 
Woolfolk himeelf. But Woolfolk’s own 
story, his conduct under examination and 
other evidence that rapidly accumulated soon 
crystallized the theory that Tom Woolfolk 
alone was responsibietfor the nonuple mur- 
der. He was placed under arrest, at which he 
expressed no seurprise, and conveyed to 
Macon. A coroner’s inquest held the same 
day, charged Tom Wooliolk withthe slauch- 
ter, and he was Lurried off to Atiamta that 
night 

TO AVOID LYNCHING. 


His manner was stolidly indifferent and of 
the few references he made to tiie crime th 
one most expressive of regret was when he 
remarked io his jailer: 

‘*Well, nine of ’em have 
anotber "ll go pretty soon. 

The only tracksseen in the house by those 
whb reached it first after the deed had been 
done were the bloody tracks of Woolfolk. On 
hisleg was found the imprint of a bloody 
hand. The clothes he wore when searched 
were not his own-.and the shirt he had had on 
the night before was afterwards dragged out 
of the welland onit were plainly to be seen 
blood stains and spots of clotted brains. On 
the floor in Woolfoik’s room were spots toat 
had been freshiy scrubbed with soap and 
towel. These were among the damaging facts 
that pointed tnexorably to Woolfolk’s guilt. 

¥Yrom the location ot the murdered lIadies 
and from bits of circumstantial evidence that 
came out from timeto time, it appeared that 
Woolfolk must have first secured the wood-ax 
from the yard and entered his parente”"room 
through the door opening from his own and 
there begun his task of extermination. Afew 
rapid blows with his merciless weapon si- 
lenced forever his sileceping father and 
mother, anda single stroke finished the in- 
fant asitiay in its mother’s arfins. By that 
time the two boys, awakened bytne unusual 
noise, had burst into the room, 
Only to be felled to the floor by 
the ax in Tom’s hands. Miss 
Pearl, rushifig infrom her room across the 
tborridor, was struck down with a sweep of 
the ax and her lifeless body afterwaras cast 
upon the bed that bore already the butchered 
corpses of ber father and mother and baby 
sister. Then crossing the haNway the mur- 
derer quickly shattered the skulls of old” Mrs. 
Westand little Rosalind Woolfolk as they 
slept. Meanwhile, 10-year-old Annie, awak- 
ened by the borrid gounds, had jumped from 
ber bed and in her flowing night robes run 
screaming towards the window in the vain 


hope of 
ESCAPING THE FIEND. 

With a spring he waa upn the fleeing child 
and ina moment etruck ber down just as she 
roached the window. This finished the 
bloody task. There were no more Woolfolks 
to kill. The murderer bimeeif remainea, the 
sole survivor of the family of ten, with tne 
exception of histwo own sisters, who were 
married, however, and lived in bomes of their 
own.

connecting Tom Woolfolk with the crime, 
there was a strong motive. Capt. Woolfolk 
bad been twice married.

The 
young wife soon returned to ber father’s 
house, Woolfolk ill-treating and failing to 
suDpurt her. 

At the time of the murder Tom had returned 
to his father’s home and for want of some- 
thing better to do was working on the farm. 
te was about 27 years old then, aman of av- 
erage height, strongly built, with a youthful 
face and a stignt biack mustache. @ was of 
a silent, mdrosé disposition and was known 
to have few friends, his nature seeming to 
lack personal magnetism almost entirely. 

THE TRIAL. 

Woolfolk was tried in Bibb County Superior 
Court In Macon in December, 1887. The trial 
waéea sensational one, but developed littie 
new evidence. The defense endeavored to fix 
thecrimeons negro, who had lived in the 
Woolfolk neigbborhvod, and who, it was 
claimed, had been heard to make threats 
against the family. This negro was arrested 
and beld in custody for some time, but the 
theory oroke down vomplietely. and the negro 
was setfree, there being ene no evi- 
dence against him. The jury found Woolfelk 
guiity and the death sentence was impcsed. 

An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
however, and anew trial was granted on the 
ground that certain demonstrations bad taken 
place in the court-room which might have 
influenced the jury. When the second trial 
was called, in March, 1889, it was found im- 
possibie te get ajary in Bibb County, tne en- 
tire panel] being exbausted in the attempt and 
a change of venue wae _preess to Perry, 
Houston Ueunty, where Woolfolk was again 
convicted. A second nage was made to the 
Supreme Court, which this time appreved the 
aecision of thecourt below. -Woolfolk was 
shen Sens Sentenced to be hanged at Perry 

ct. 29. 

During his three years’ imprisonment Wool- 
folk never once made a confession. His air 
was that of dogeed silence. He taiked 
little and when he spoke of the crime denied 
that be did> it, @ never broke down or 
manifested any grief or remorse for the death 
of the family. One of his jailers swore that 
he everhbeard Woolfolk one night in his cell 
praying for forgiveness for the murder of bis 
father, but the story was 

NOT GENERALLY BELIEVED. 

Woolfolk made several desperate attempts 
to escape and ome ortwo of them came near 
being successful. 

The funeral of the Woolfelk family the day 
after the murder was an impressive occasion. 
All the hearses in Macon, seven in number, 
and two express wagons were sent out to the 
Weolfelk home to Dring the nine coflins to 
the city, where they were interred in nine 
graves, side by side, in Rose Hill Cemetery, 
overlooking the Oclmuilgee. Thousands of 
people attended the funeral and the scene was 
such an one as was never known in Macon be- 
fore. 

One of the most remarkable features of this 
remarkable case was the fact that the whole- 
sale murderer was allowed to live while the 
law’s tedious ways prolonged his case in a 
section where iyneh law is so common. 
Woolfolk very probably owed bis escape trom 
a summary lynching, however, to the fact 
that but asbort while beforea man had been 
lynched in Macon for criminally assaulting a 
woman who was afterwards found tobe a 
woman of badrepute, Thatawful example 
had turned the pubiic mind against lynch 
law. Woolfolk’s defence was conducted 
by Col. J. C. Rutherford, who made himeelf 
famous by the stubborn fight he made for 
the prisoner. The case was by far the most 
sensational ever known In Georgia. Even 
now there are many people in the very neigh- 
borhood where the crime was committed who 
doubt the guilt of Tom Woolfolk.

Foreign News. 


Logpor, Oct. 29.—Inguiries were made ‘at 
Morley’s Hotel in Trafalgar square to-day to 
ascertain what truth there is in the story from 
Mentreal that Reginald Birchall, now usder 
sentence of death at Woodstock, Oanada, for 
the murder of F. 0. Benwell, Mrs. Birchall 
and the Colonel, the alleged author of the let- 
ter received by Birchall, in which the writer 
acknowledges that be shot and killed Ben- 
well, were at the botel last January. The 
books of the botel show that an American 
styling himeelf ‘*Ool. Lewis’’ arrived there 
on Jan. 1 and remained until Jan. 2%. Bircball 
arrived om Jan. 4 and was a guest until Jan. 
18. Mr. Stevens of Moatreal, the gentieman 
whe told eof sesing Birchall, Benwell 
and the **Oolonel’’ at the nhetel, 
registered at the hotel on Jan. 165 
and left en Jan. 20. ‘*Col. Lewis’’ was well 
knowan by the servants of the hotel and they 
retain a vivid recollection of him. They de- 
scribe him asa somewhat pompous lookicg 
man. He wasSfeetéinches im height, and 
stout. He wore a long moustache and his 
complexion was inclined to be fair. He was a 
heavy drinker and was generally known as 
the ‘‘Oolonel.’’ Birchall and ‘*Ool. Lewis’’ 
psoemed to be on intimate terms with each 
other. One of the waiters remembers seeing 
them often tegether and they appeared to be 
well in eaeh others’ confidence. Since Jauu: 
ary the ‘‘Colesel’’ bas often called at the 
hotel, but.bas sot remained asacuest, He 
left directions that any letters addressed to 
bim atthe hotel should be forwarded to him 
at Streatham, Surrey. His exact ad- 
Gress has not been traced. Birchall and 
the ‘‘Colonel’’ while at the hotel, often 
invited a gentiemaz to pass the evening with 
them. Theservants cannot identify any vis- 
itor whe answered the description given to 
Benwell. ‘*‘Col. Lewis’ went to America ia 
either October or November, 1889. His re- 
peated visits to the hotel render it unlikely 
that he has been out of England sinee Jan- 
wary. 

GEORYUE BENWELL'S OPINION. 

WoopsrTook, Ontario, Oct. 29.—George Ben- 
well, brother ef Bireball’s victim, who came 
here to testify at the trial, bas ieft for New 
York, en route to Englasd. Before leaving 
here he expressed himself as feeling that 
Birchall must have hed a eonfederate in 
the crime. He sald that if Bireball 
could not say who is was that 
fired the shots that killed his brother, the 
Government should stay judgment until the 
mystery had beer cleared up. Mrs. Birchall 
when she read the letter signed ‘‘The 
Colonel,’’ burst inte tears, and said that it 
was only further confirmation of ber faith in 
her husband's innocence. 

A OLUMSY FABRICATION. 

The Jackson (Mich.) letter is regarded as 
the clumsiest fabrication Birchall has yet put 
forth. Amexamination of the handwriting 
and comparison of it with samples of Biroh- 
all’s shows a very general resembiance be- 
tween the two and in seme cases a Very strik- 
ing likeness. 

A friend of Birchali’s said to-day: ‘‘I think 
the best defense at the trial would have been 
insanity—absence of all meral sense. The 
man issogiven to iying that he lies even 
when he must be aware that he is cutting 
the ground from under the feet of those who 
are getting up the petition fer a commutation 
of his sentence.’’ 

Among the communications recently re- 
ceivea by Mrs, Birchall is one from an en- 
terprising fellow who ceclares his willingness 
to take Birchali’s piace at the hanging for éhe 
sum of $1,000. 

OTTaWwa, Ontario, Oct, 29.—Mre. Biroball will 
probably present the Oanadian petition for 
reprieve of ber husband, who is under 
sentence of death for the murder of F. 0. Ken: 
well om Nov. 5. Sir Charlies Tupper has cabied 
that be bas forwarded the petition for com- 
mutation of Birchall’s sentence. This petition 
was got up in Eegiand by Birchall’s family 
and friends. 

The publication of the letter signed ‘‘The 
Oclonel’’ has strengthened belief in Birch- 
all’s story that he did not do the killing, but 
that it was done by a confederate. Birchall 
gays if be hag any suspicion that he would 
bave beea charged with the murder he would 
have fed. He was not arrested until many 
Gays alter the death of Benweil. 


Separate Scheels in Canada, 


OTTAWA, Oatario,Oct.29.—More than ordinary 
futerest has beer aroused throughout Canada 
ie anticipation of the Dominion Government’s 
ection with regard to the separate school 
question and the abolition ef the French lan- 
guage as an official language in the courts 
and Aseembly of Maniteba Provinee. Both 
were the subject of provincial legisiation jast 
year. The separate schools and the French 
language were abolished, and it realiy became 
a question as to whether the Dominion 
Goverament weuld exercise its prerogative in 
disallowing this act or permit it to become a 
law by withholding executive interference. 
The announcement thatthe Government at 
Ottawa had decided to leave the matter to 
the courts, thus shirking official responsibili- 
ty, will mot reassure the Oatholics of Manito- 
ba. Sir Hector Langren, a member of the 
Cabinet, recently intimated to a Winnipeg 
sudience that the act would 
be disallowed. Recent events shew 
him te be set im accord with 
his celleagues on this impertant question and 
it ie net sounlikely that Sir Hecter, who is 
Bir Johs Macdonald's right hand mas, will 
resign his portfolie ana appealto his cem- 
patriote for as indorsement of bis course. 


Gladstese at Dundee. 


Lorponr, Oct. 2%.—Mr. Gladstone arrived at 
Dusedee to-day and was presented with the 
freedem ofthe city. Im accepting the honor 
Mr. Gladstone made an address, in which he 
referred to the commerce ef the city, which, 
it was sald, was threatened by the adoption 
new tariff bill by the 
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incidental collateral blows on other countries, 
did far greater mischief to the people of the 
country which adopted such a policy, Mr. 
Gladstone them. proceeded to  con-~ 
trast the decrease of the tariff? in 
Exgiand with the increase of the 
tariff in the United States and 


said he fouad comfort for England in the fact, 


tbat it was mot true that any tariff adopted by 
any country on earth could interfere serious- 
ly with the prosperity of Great Britain. The 
first effect of the McKinley bill would be to 
raise the stamdard of pricesin the United 
States. This meant a diminished power 
of exportation. This again meant that 
while we were damnifed im one of 
our twenty markets, we derived benefit in 
the other nineteen from the diminished power 
of the merchants of the United States to com- 
pete with British merobants in any one of 
them, this being due to the augmentation of 
prices in the United States and the tmcreased 
restraints under which the merchants of the 
latter country have to work. He advised 
the marufacturers to allew America to find 
out for herself the evil effects that will follow 
the adeption of the bigh tariff. 


A Mouraing Hasband’s Diccevery. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 29.—Last May when the 
Leugts Point Insane Asylum was burned it 
was believed that over 100 persons were 
burned in it. Many patients escaped, but it 
was supposed they had all been recaptured. 
Among those in thé asylum but missing was 
the wife of A. Gauthner, a farmer of 8&t. 
Laurent. It was thought she had been 
burned. Early yesterday morning Gautnner, 
accompanied by a emeighbor, was comlag inte 
town with a wagon load of produce wher they 
sawa woman lying beside the road. They 
roused her and asked what she was doing 
there. Shesaid she was hunting for the road 
and had traveled many weeks, mentioning 
places she had visited in Lower Quebeo, 200 
miles from Montreal. Gauthner 
asked her to get into nis 
wagon and hewould drive her to a hotei 
fartheron. As she stepped into the wagon he 
flashed his lantern into her face and dropped 
with an exclamation almost ef terror. The 
woman he had found was his wife, who he 
suppposed was dead and whom he had not 
seen for over eighteen months. They drove 
her home at once where it was found that she 
was half starved aud nearly dead with cold. 
She is incapable of telling a coherent story of 
ber wanderings since her escape from the 
asylum fire, but ber sufferings must have 
been terrible as her feet and limbs are 
blistered and sore. Thero is great excitement 
ia the village over the affair and some people 
regard Mrs. Gauthner’s retarn almost as a 
miracie. Sbe will not be returned to the 
asylum. 


Laber Troubles ian Australia. 


LONDOR, Oct. 29.—The disceuraging reports 
received from Australia in reference te the 
great shipping strike are most disappointisag 
to the friends of labor in England. In fact, 
neither side seems to be gaining any advant- 
age, but the unfortusmate struggle has resolved 
iteelf into a fight between two resolute bodies 
of men, and apparentiy will end oaly when 
the funds of one side are entirely exhausted. 
The Owners’ Federation in England is sending 
assistance to the ship-owners of the astipodes 
in sums of thousands of pounds, while 
the assistance rendered the laborers by 
English usions can be estimated only 
by hundreds. The struggle is as 
disastrous to Australia and New Zealand asa 
civil war would be, and bears out Sir Henry 
Parke’s statement that a bombardmént could 
net be worse for Sidney than the presént 
strike. It seems now to bea question of how 
lomg the dockers can held out against the 
owners’ money, while on the other hand the 
owners’ losses must ron into enormous sums. 
The Radical newspapers of Australia and New 
Zealand describe the continuation of the 
strike as madness, and deciare that the Dock- 
ers’ Union cannet hepe to pit its collections 
from trades unionists against British capital. 
The friends of bots sides are endeavoring to 
bring to an end this war and induce the lead- 
ere of the dock strikers to meet the owners on, 
common ground—the making of the necessary 
concessions. The trade with Australia is se- 
riously affected, hundreds of vessels being 
tied up unable te get loads. 


Crispi’s Address at Turis. 


RomeE, Oct. 29.—Sig. Orispi delivered an ia- 
teresting address at a banquet ia Turin last 
night. Referring tothe Anglo-Itailau nego - 
tiations the Premier said that Italy bad no 
reason to suspect for a moment the good in- 
tentions of England as an old and faithfu, 
friend of united Italy, and ne iracident, such 
as that in regard to Kassala, would be per- 
mitted to Interrupt a friendship founded on 
reciprocal interests, historical reasons, polit- 
joal traditions and common sentiments of 
liberalism. Sig. COrisp!l referred in terms ef 
condempation tothe Irredentist agitation, as 
giving eneouragement to the extermal and 
internal enemies of Italy, aud he spoke of the 
value ofthe Triple Alliance in making Italian 
influence felt threugbout Europe. 


Mr. Gladstene’s Narrow E«cape. 


Loxpon, Oct. 29.—It transpires that Mr. 
Gladstone bad an extremely narrow escape 
while inspecting the new Firth eof Forth 
bridge ,adayor two ago. While he was ab- 
sorbed in examining the different parts of the 
structure a train rushed by at a high rate of 
speed, just grasing the ex-Premier in its 
fiight, and causing him to cling to the 
girders to prevent his fulling into the water. 
The gravity of the situation would have un- 
nerved a younger amd more vigorous man 
than Mr. Gladstone. He retained his pres- 
ence of mind and betrayed much less agita- 
tion than any of these who witnessed his 


peril. 


Leaving Russia fer Erazil. 


“Lorpor, Oct. 2.—Great numbers of Poles 
and Galicians continue to emigrate to Brazil, 
despite the rigid prohibitory measures re- 
sorted to by the Russian authofities, whe are 
preventing as many as possible from crossing 
the border. Itis estimated that within the 
last six months over 800,000 bave shipped from 
various ports for the new South American re- 
public, and deubtiess as many more weuld 
take their departure within six weeks if the 
officials would permit their perfect freedem iz 
the matter. 

CONDITION OF POLISH COLONISTS.

A GIRL’S SUICIDE. 


MISS CORA G. SICKLES DEINKS A FATAL 
DRUG. 


Censiderable Excitement in the Bank eof 
Cemmoeree Buildiag Over the Suicide ef 
a Young Lady Stenegrapher—She Could 
Net Help It, She Said—Sent toe the City 
Hespital ia a Dying Conditien.« 


Mies Cora G. Sickles, a stenographer in the 
empley of Buchanan & Cowen, lumber deal- 
ers, committed suicide shortly before 12 


o’clock to-day inthe office of the company, 


located on the sixth floor of the Bank of Com- 
merce building, room No. 6. Both Messrs. 
Buchanan & Cowen reside in Texas and 
their St. Louis business isunder the manage- 
mentof Mr. H. P. Harrington. Mr. Harring- 
ton left the office about 10 o’clock and it was 
during his absence that the deed was com- 
mitted. The adjoining room, No. 604, is oc- 
cuplied by the Oontinental Land & OCOattle 
Oo. and the door between the two rooms 
is generally left open and was 
open this forenoon, when Bell, the Secretary, 
er one of his clerks, suddenly noticed «a 
woman stretched out on the floor in Buchanan 
& Cowen’s office. Both gentlemen sprang 
Into the room, and saw at once that it was the 
company’s stenograper, Miss Cora E. Sickles, 
and, supposing that she had fainted, one of 
them hurried down to the fourth floor to Dr. 
Walter Cole’s office and called the doctor. 


The doctor’s report is best teldin his owa 


words. 
DR. COLB’S STATEMENT. 


**It was about 1] :45 o’clock when agentieman 
called me to room 606. I foued a woman there 


in an ipsensible condition, epparentiy in an 
epileptic fit, but her pulse showed that such 
was notthe case. She had taken poison, but 
We found a 
a note on the table on which she bad 
written: ‘Ieould net help it. Piease forgive 
me for whatI bave done.’ There was a little 
giaes onthe table, which she had evidently 
emptied, butI could not tell from the smell 
what it contained. In fact, there was no 
smell to it. There was alsoa bottic of some 
light colored liquid on the tabie, but I could 
not tell in the hasty examination I made what 
itwas. The woman rematied in an insensi- 
bie condition until removed ia as ambulance 
to the City Hespital.’’ 
IN BAD HEALTH. 

Mr. Harrington returned to his office shortly 
after the removal of the. young lady, but he 
conid throw so light upon the cause of the 
suicide, exceptto give the information that 
Miss Sickles had been in bad health for some 
time and that ker suicide, or attempt at sul- 
cide, might have been due to that fact. ‘‘I 
left here aboutan hourandahalf ago,’’ he 
said, “Yand noticed nothing unusual about 
ber. She was in our empley more than a 
yoar, in fact, since August 1889, 
and I should take her to be about 
22 years old. She had no love affair thatlI 
know of or any trouble of any kind except 
that arising from her sickness.’’ 

Mr. Harrington did motknow her address, 
but thought she lived on Cote Brilliante ave- 
nue. The city directery gives her address as 
3116 Scheol street. The ambulance stopped at 
the dispensary only iong enough for Drs. 
Priest and Jacobson te make a hasty exam!- 
nation. She was sinking fast and they did sot 
think she would live more than an hour or 
two ifthationg. She was beyond all hope ef 
recovery. 

The news of the suicide spread rapidly 
throughout the la:ge building, as neariy 
everybody located there had met tne young 
lady, and many.knew her personally. So 
much excitement has not been created in the 
building since it was erected. 

At 2 o’ciock the City Hospital reported that 
the girl was still living, but that she could 
not live long. The poison taken was supposed 
to be Rovghon Rats, but the doctors were 
not positive about it. The young lady came 
here from Cincingati about two years ago. 
bottle of medicine was found on Miss Sickles’ 
desk which had been prescribed by the doc- 
tor. She wasto take teaspoonful of it after 
after every meal. 

Later—A telephone message from the City 
Hospital at 2:80 o’clock announce that Cora 
Sichier had just died.

A SECOND ALARM, 


THE 8T. LOUIS COOPERAGE OO. YARDS 
BUBNED THIS MORNING. 


A Fire That Threatened Three Blecks Stered 
With Lumber andthe Ceompany’s Ceep- 
erage Sheps on the Cerner—The Arsenal 
Fire Last Night—Othe? Merning Blazes. 


At 9:45 Phis morning an alarm of fire was 
turned on from box 215 by Foreman Wm. Lee 
of the 8t. Louis Cooperage Ce.) loeated at 
Main and Arsenal streets. Fi had been 
discovered in the steeds at the extreme 
west end of the large yards used by the 
company for the storage of barrel staves, 
hoops, headings and other coopers’ supplies, 
the flames being first seen by a workman 
named Wingate, who immediately gave the 
alarm te Foreman Lee. The yarde, which are 
triangular in shape, were filled with coopers’ 
stock, and the fire starting In the west shed 
spread to two others and from them to the 
lumber earried uncovered in the yards. 

A SECOND ALARM. 

Its rapid spread threatened the entire prop- 
erty of the company, comprising the cooper 
shops, and the stock of lumber in the yards 
extending from Main to Second street, and 
representing about $40,000 in value. When 
Engines 11,8 and 1 of the Fire Departmént 
arrived on the scene in response to the 
first alarm, the entire yard, filled 
with staves, headings and hoops, 
was in flames, and a second 


alarm was turned in. ‘Hook and ladder com- 
panies 1 and 4 and engines 7, 15 and 16 re- 
spoaded, with Assistant Chief Finnerty, and 
the fre was fougbtfrom three sides of the 
yard. It was soon checked im its spread, and 
the work of the department then consisted 
only in preventing the biazefrom again yet- 
ting a headway in the inflammable steek. 
The three sheds with thelr contents were 
destroyed, and the entire stock carried in the 
yard ruined by partial burniag and the 
‘‘emoking,’’ which rendered it useless for 
barrel stock. The total loss is pi the 
company at $10,000 om the stock of coopers’ 
material and $1,000 om the sheds, fully cov- 
ered by insurance placed through Benjamin 
E. Kimball’s agency. Adolphus Busch of the 
Anbeuser-Basch Brewing Co. was at the scene 
ofthe fire, the grain storage warebouses of 
his company beingonly half a block north 
ofthe biaze. Manager J. M. Uhambers of the 
8t. Louis Cooperage Uo. believes that the fire 
originated from sparks from the Arsenal fire 
of last night, which was onthe same biock, 
and that it had smoldered sinee that time un- 
til discovered. Beyond this explanation aad 
that of sparks from a passing engine, tbe origin 
of the fire is uncnown. The 8. Louis Cooperage 
©o. has an office in the Roe building, Broad- 
way and Pine, where the president of the 
somerars George F. Meyers, is located. The 
yarde where the fire occurred this mornin 

were destroyed by fire once befere on July 4, 
—_ b ie the cooper shops were also 

urned, 


The Arsenal Fire, 


At ll o’clock last night fre was discovered 
in a frame storehouse used by the 
United States Engineers’ Department at the 
Arsenal, and containing a stock of old 


government stores and portable bouses used 
in army service. The fire was firat seen by a 
man named Phillips, who was outin his skiff 
in the river setting his fish Hanes. Phillips 
gave the alarm and Night Watchman Tom 
Fox turned on an alarm from box 218, in the 
Arsenal grounds. Tbe department re- 
sponded promptly, but the flames de- 
stroyed the three frame buildings used b 
the Engineers’ Department, together with 
their contents. The total loss ig placed at 
$1,000, upon which there isno insurance, and 
the fire is believed to have started from 
sparks froma locomotive.

PROPELLERS FOR STEAMSHIPS., 


The Important Invention of az Ingenious 
Mechanic of Bridgeport, Conn. 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 29.—An ingenious 
mechanie in this city, James Hamilton, has 
finished a fine working model of an entirely 


new method of adjustment of propellers for. 


ocean steamships. It consists ofthree great 
hor izontal shafts lying parallel toeach other 
and extending outward from thestern of the 
vessel. Toeach shaft a three-blade schrew 
proprelier is attached, the centralor middle 
one being in area twice that of the other pro- 
pellers. Within the vessels the 
three shafts are joined transversely with 
strong rods and have clamps attached so that 
one or all can be instantly detached if neces- 
sary. A triple expansion engine of great 
power is to run each shaft. The inventor 


claims his system will give a more uniform . 


motion and with the same horse power ¢6x- 
erted by the engines will give far greater re- 
sults. In other words, if 10,000 horse power 
exerted on two propellers gives a vessel @ 
speed of twenty miles an hour, the same 
power exerted on three propellers will give 
twenty-five miles an hour. Another impor- 
tant point with the invention is the many re- 
sources it possesses In case of a break-down. 
When at sea the breaking of a shaft or 

artof an engine is often «a serious matter. 

nthis device there are nine combinations 
which can be made torunthe ship. This m 
be better understood by saying that the thres 
engines and the three shafts must each be 
broken or disabled to put the ship iu a help- 
less condition. If one or even two sh 
should break the combined herse power of the 
three engines can be thrown upon or — 
to the remaining shaftand the speed not 
greatly diminished. Should one or twoen- 
gines break down, the remaining engine car 
still run on two or three propellers. The de- 
vice.is to be submitted to a large ocean steam- 
ship building firm in Scotiand.

The success of Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, whose 
temporary retirement from the active man- 
agement of the New York WORLD on account 
of threatened Diindness is announced, is 
something phenomenal. Thirty years ago he 
landed in this country withouta friend, ora 
dollar, or the ability to speak the language of 
the people. In that time he has made for 
himeelf a reputation as e writer and speaker 
of English, bas accumulated a fortune, been 
elected to Conyress and revived a dead news- 
paper and made it the most valuabie property 
of its kind im existence, a newspaper from 
whose sales he has erected a building valued 
at more than $2,000,000 and paid for from the 
profits of the WORLD newspaper as its con- 
struction advarced, 

About the time Mr. Pulitzer landed in this 
country a poor boy the New York WORLD was 
established as a religious daily, exciuding 
everything having a bad or immoral tendercy. 
It failed and was bought up by the Democo- 
racy and run ataloss for twenty years, when 
it was bought by Mr. Pulitzer, who had in the 
meantime made money and fame in cennec- 
tion with newspapers in St. Louis. From the 
day he took it the newspaper started on the 
up grade and continued until it@ circulation 
reached the enormous figure of 260,000 daily. 
As a party organ under the old-time meaning 
of the term, the WORLD had been a constant 
financial fallure. As a paper advocatiag 
the principles of a party im a perfectiy 
independent manner it bas been a 
fHuancial success, and the tome of the 
newspaper press everywhere has changed in 
view of that success. The old-time organ has 
been going into bankruptcy everywhere and 
the real newspaper bas taken its place. In- 
dependence in journalism doesnot meas in- 
dependence of principle ora refusal to sup- 
port definite principles of a party erganiza- 
tion, but simply that it shall not be controlied 
by politicians who only care for the princi- 
ples to the extentof making them serve their 
eejfish ainbitions. It must represent the rank 
and file of the party rather than the office- 
seekers and manipulators of party,machinery. 
Mr. Puiltzer has demonstrated the success of 
thisidea. He as yet but4é4 years old; a 
brief retirement, itis promised, will restore 
his sight and be will be heard from again in 
active journalism.

Mr. Palltzer’s temporary retirement will be 
received with feelings of general regret. He 
has achieved before his 44th year one of the 
most striking and colossal successes on 
record. The story of his life reads like a 
dream as weird and wonderful as are the tales 
of the ‘‘Arubian Nights.’’ His monument is 
that wonderful specimen of architectural 
genius, the new WORLD building, and for 
generations to come it will stand as the 
crowning achievement inthe life of a man 
who came to New York homeless, penniless, 
without a known friend in the New World 
and unable to speak a word of English.

THE SHERIFF’S SCHEME NOT WORKING AS 
SMOOTHLY AS EXPECTED.

The Irish-American Republicans Repudiate 
the Chief Factor in the Republican Cam- 
paiga—The Independedt Labor Move- 
meovt—Presser Workers Cepture a Cobb 
Club—General Political News. 


Tne local campaign seems to have settied 
down into a fight for and against Pohimar, 
and the Sheriff,seemsain some way to bave 
made himself the real issue im the election. 
He has been assisied init by the oppesition 
of the Republican orgas, a combination with 
a Democratic faction and his position as the 
representative of the local Republican boss. 
Whatever is heard ef politics nowadays, is 
more or less Connected with Pohimans, ard 
wha is principally heard is 
series of kicks against ‘him. The 
Fourteentha Ward Republican Club has 
indorsed Stead for the same reason that the 
German Republicans in both the Fourteenth 
and Twenty-fourth Wards are complaining 
because Pohiman made Kiicuillen a commit- 
teeman from the Fourteenth and Maleney 
com mitteemara from the Twenty-fourth Ward. 
The Germans say that they carried the Re- 
publican banner in the darkest hours and 
they are not willing now to let the Sheriff set 
Irish Republicans ever them in order that he 
may win certain votes for himself at the com- 
ing election. The complaints tn these two 
wards are loudand long, and the prediction 
ia made that Pohiman, though he may 
get some Democratic votes therein, 
will lose more Republican votes. He 
has made * canvass of all 
the saloons and stores . with sa- 
loon attachments in the Twenty-fourth and 
asked the proprietors to support him, telling 
them that his reputation for standing by those 
who stand by him ig weil grounded, aad if 
they will support bim now they need not 
hesitate to ask for favors after election day. 
Thie kind of work, in addition te the prosecu- 
tion ef all delinquent liquer dealers whe will 
not promise to support Pohliman, leads the 
Sherif to think that he can control the saleon 
vote independent of party and win on that 
and his combination with Mayor Noonan. He 
is making a bard fight among Democrats for 
the pa Sey of making it easy forthe City 
Hall and of the Democratic party to swing its 
following iate lize. He has united his cause 
with thatef certain other Republican candi. 
dates who have been coaxed, wheedied or 
frightened into working or Pohiman 
at the eame time that they work 
for themselves. One of them went on ’Change 
afew days ago and saw quite a number of 
men who were inpciined to be friendly to him. 
He taiked in hisowa behalf and invariably 
as he was leaving he said: ‘‘Now don’t forget 
te vote for my friend Pohliman.’’ The Sheriff 
has tied himself up with the other candidates 
and the City Hall Democrats in such a way 
that itis generaily said now that unless Poni- 
man is elected the whole Kepublican ticket 
will go down.

Instructions to Supervisors. 


George E. Smith, Chief Supervisor of Elec 
tions, to-day cempleted his list of supervisors 
by fling in the United States Circuit Court a 
number ef nominations te fill vacancies in his 


previous list. Mr. Smith has prepared and 
printed for the supervisors a pamphiet of 
‘*inetructions,’’ which should also be labeled 
cautions. They are told that they will be pro- 
tected in the proper performance, of their 
duties, but ‘‘no insolent, het-headed, op- 
pressive or effensive conduct or exercise of 
authority on the part of amy supervisor will 
be tolerated or excused. 

‘*The Federal statute requires that you shall 
be selected from different political parties in 
each voting precinct, but you must under- 
stand that having accepted the appointment 
and taken the oath te diligentiy, faithfully 
and impartially discharge the duties of your 
Office, those duties are not to be perfermed in 
a partisan spirit. The sole objectand end of 
the law Is te secure to each qualified voter his 
right to vote and have his vote counted and 
returned witheut regard to his political 
opinions, and to detect, prevent 
and punish lilegal voting and counting. 
Youare therefore forbidden to inquire into 
the political opinions or party prefereaces of 
any citizen; with such matters you have notl- 
ing whatevertodo. You have, however, un- 
der the laws of Congress, full power and au- 
thority to inquire imto the legal qualification 
of eve citizen whose mame appears upeor 
the registration lists ‘prior to and at the elec- 
tion, and to see that the votes of citizens qual- 
ified to vote are received, counted and re- 
turned when offered om election day, and tp 
see that no illegal votes are cast, counted o 
returned. | 

‘‘The precincts have very recently been can- 
vaseecd under the direction of the Recorder uf 
Voters, and it is therefore considered net nec- 
cesasar 
ground again. Itis your duty, however, to 
inform yourselves as tboroughiy as possiesle 
touch ing the legal qualifications of the voters 
residing in your precieet, so that on election 
day you may be prepared to challenge the 
votes of all persons whem you Kkx#ow are dis- 
qualified, er whose qualifications you, or 
eitner of you may honestiy doubt. 

‘*Every male citizen of the United States 
and every person of fereign birth who may 
have declared bis intention te become a citi- 
zen of the United Stat .*s, according to law, not 
less thanene year nor more than five years 
before he effers to vote, whe is over the age 
of 21 years and who has been aul registered 
accerding te law, will be qualified to vote at 
the appseecins weenie. provided be shall 
have been. on election day: 

‘‘l. A resident of this State for one year next 
preceding Ney. 4, 1890. 

**2, Sixty days a resident of the city; and, 

‘'3. For twenty Gays next preceding the 
election day a resident of the precinct in 
which he offers te vote.’’

ferent arrangements of names and offices. 
To publish the forms of the many ballets to be 
used would have taken up some &fteen pages 
of an erdinary newspaper. Maj. Williams 
saidthis morning: t have thirty different 
ballets all ready for the printer now, and will 
have the rest finished in a very short time. 
There will be about fifty in all when all of. the 
variations for the different districts have 
been made 

The ‘Australian system here is g6n- 
erally cousidered to be a better 
one than that adopted ip some of the 
other States. Indiana has a system te be put 
in operation at the next election which 
is expected to cenfuse the. voters «a 
little. The party tickets are all printed on 
one ballot as they are here, but no scratching 
or marking out is to be dene. Next te each 
name and each party heading is a smail 
square.

THE ARMORY WILL KOT BR CLOSED ON 
NOY. 1, 


A Fand Which Will Be Sufficient to Meet 
the Immediate Expenses ef the First 
Regiment Eaised—Meeting of the Of- 
ficers Last Night—Netice Seat Out te the 
Men. 


An important emergency mecting of officers 
ofthe First Regiment, N. G. M., called by 
Adjt. Batdorf in the absence of Col. OC. D. 
Comfort, was held last night at the Arfhory, 
at which action was taken that will prevent 
the disbandment of the regiment on Nov. 1, 
as had been decided upon. 

The meeting was of officersof the line and 
was made imperative by the fact that the va- 
rious companies composing the First Regl- 
ment had commenced packing up the com- 
pany property in thelr respective quarters, 
preparatory to abandonmentof the Armory. 
The absence of the Colonel commanding at 
this critical moment in regimental history 
apparentiy ieft no other course opén to the 
companies aed disbandment was accepted 
as inevitable. 

THE ONLY COURSE. 

Two days after the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, notified Col. Comfort of its with- 
drawal from the financial support of the local 
militia, that officer left the city for a hunting 
trip to Arkansas, afd leaving no instructions 
with the regimental adjutant, the only course 
left epen was to accept the situation and dis- 
band. Yesterday the following notice was

This notice was intended primarily for 
those men three years’ term 
expired Oct. 18, bat was in 
fact the officis! beginning of the general dis- 
bandment. Recognizing this fact and know. 
ing that to await Col. Comfort’s retura would 
mean the irrevocable dissolution of the First 
Regiment, Adjt. Batdorf acted without 
orders and made a burried convass emong 
buginess men interested In the malina- 
tenance of a local militia. He repre- 
sented to them that the regiment 
was preparing to disband on Saturday 
and that unless prompt action was taken the 
local State troops would go out of service on 
that date. The resultofthe Adjutant’s ‘‘far- 
lorn hope’’ was the raising of $200 for immedi- 
ste Armory expenses, and the formation of a 
comnittee of business men for the purpose of 
raising a popular subscription to keep the 
First Regiment afloat, at least until the State 
Legisiatare coula take action upon the miljtia 
appropriation bill, The treasurer of this 
committee is Mr. NatG. Pierce, Secretary of 
the Samuel Cupplies Woodenware VUo., and 
the committee is vomposed of representative 
business men whose interests demand the 
yexistence of the militia in St. Louis.

CAUSE OF THE DEPRESSION. 

The depression in the market is due to the 
large selling orders, with few buyers. Tele- 
gramestrem London areto the effect that the 
market in that city its very uscertain; that 
there are large amounts of American securi- 
ties for sale, and that within a short time the 
market may be fooded. When the troubles 
with South American and African securities 
arose the price of American stocks fell rap- 
idly, as to procvect their margins on the weak 
stocks they were obliged to realize on 
their Awerican securities. A syedi- 
cate was formed for the protection of 
the marketand the decline was stopped, but 
it is reported in financial circles that those 
who bad the matter in charge had not caicu- 
lated en being obliged to buy so heavily, and 
were thinking of giving up the effort to sus- 
tain prices. 

INFLUENCE OF FOREIGN MARKETS. 

In case South Ateeficans and Africans fall,a 
large quantity of American railroad stocks 
will have to be marketed for purposes of 
liquidation. This will cause a very large 
amount of stock to be thrown on this market, 
anditisthe uncertainty as to the effects of 
such an event that discourages buyers. 
Sugar Trust certificates have been more active 
than any other securities, but yesterday they 
felishbarply, going down 4% cents, and this 
morning, inepite ofa momentary movement 
upward, were about the same nion Pacific 
was down 2%, with no signs of a revival dur- 
ing the early hours. The market was strength- 
ened by the rise io silver certificates, which 
were in strong demand and went up 2 cents.

THE LOCAL TELEGRAPHERS’ BROTHER- 
HOOD DECIDES TO DISBAND.

Te-Day’s Develepments in the Fight Be- 
tween the Telegraph Operaters and the 
Western Union Company—A Strike Yes. 
terday Afterneen Which Was ef Shert 
Duration—The Trouble Believed to Be 
Over, 

The trouble between the Western Union 
Telearaph Oe. and Brotherhood of Teleg- 
raphers will be amicably disposed of by to- 
morrew. The Western Union will prebably 
suoceed in doing what it wanted to de and 
the local branch of the Brotherhood will be 
dissolved. 

Last Monday four of the moet efficient and 
oldest men in the Western Union office were 
discharged for the reason that ‘‘their services 
were not satisfactery.’’ Two of these men 
are officers inthe Brotherheod of Telegra- 
phers here, and some days prior to their dis- 
charge were given to understand in an in- 
direct way that unless they dropped 
the Brotherhoed they would have to go. 

They made no disturbance when they went 
outana did net try to incite any fll-feeling 
against the company, as they feund 
pesitions a few hours after they were 
discharged. Yesterday morning two more 
men, James H. Brennan and J. 8. Wilson, 
were discharged for the reason that their 
services were not satisfactory. When the 
news spread among the other employes seven 
of them walked out ia sympathy with the 
men and disgusted with the high handed 
proceeding of the merciless company. Whea 
the might force ofthirty men arrived at 5 
o’ clock yesterday evening they were told of the 
affair aad refused to goto work. A committee 
called on Col, Lara C. Baker, the local man- 
ager, and in fifteen minutes returned and 
ordered the mentowoerk. It was said that 
Col. Baker gave the committee to understand 
that no Brotherhood men would be retained 
in the Westera Union Co., but if they pro- 
fessed net to beleng to the organization 


tiey could return after filing their application 
and having it passed on, as ail applications 
are. These who waikea out through symra- 
thy and who were not members of the 
Brotherheod ceuld take their old places. 
The strike, which lasted abeut filteen wian- 
utes, was thus ended. 
BAKER’S POSITION. 

Thies morning the six men whe were dis- 
charged and those whe waiked out met on 
Third streetand appeinted a committee to 
wait on Col. Baker. That gentieman teld 
Messrs. Tuodorand McNeill that he received 
them individually and not as repre- 
sentatives of any order or body. 
He said be weuid consider their applications 
if they wanted to work for the company and 
would reinstate these who walked eut without 
the formality of an application. This, he 
sald, applied to every individual op- 
erator. ben the committee reported 
to the gathering down stairs, a meeting 
was called at once, and the crowd of about 
thirty men or more went to Eleventh and Lo- 
Cust streets where they went into secret 
session. The result of the meeting 
was thet the Grand Lodge was ~ 
dressed a tietter by Mr. ©. McNeill, the 
local President, termdering a resignation 
of the branch. Tne members were informed 
that they were at liberty to say that they did 
not belong to the Brotherhood ang their resig- 
nations in writing were unnecéssary. The 
details of disbanding the local body and dis- 
tributing the funds among the members in 
wood standing will be attended to at subse- 
quent meetings. 

President McNeil, discussing this action 
this morning, said: ‘‘lt was all that remained 
forustodo. If we remained out the com- 
pany would cortinue te discharge Brother- 

ood operators, and its action would drive 
outa great many of the men who do not 
belong to the Brotherhood. Thisis going to 
be a hard winterand ¢very man working will 
need all the money he can earn.

THEY WERE GUYING HIM. 


THE MYSTERIOUS CUTTING OF GILES AND 
BROWN FXPLAINED. 


The Unknown Ripper Told the Story of the 
Affray te Passengers on the Olive Street 
Owl Car—The Yeung Fellews Who Were 
Cut Did Not Kaew It Until Their Assail- 


ant Had Escaped, 


Since the publication in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH of the strange mystery concerning 
the cutting of Robert Brown and Ernest Giles 
more has been learned about the trouble 
which caused it; in fact, all the circumstances 
are now known, though the identity of the 
man who did the cutting has not yet been es- 
tablished. The case is a queer one because of 
the profound secrecy which was maintained 
concerning it. It seems that there were spec- 
tators to the melee, but none of them krew 
that either Brown or Giles were cut, so they 
thought of it as only a street fight 
and sald aothing about it. The two wounded 
men did not wish to be mixed upin an afiair 
of the kind, sothey gave fictitious mames at 
the Dispensary and kept asjient afterwards. If 
it had not beer for the report made by Dr. 
Steinmetz to the police nothing further woula 
have been heard from the. case. Now, how- 
ever, several eye witnesses have appeared 
and one ef them had quite a lengthy conver- 
sation with the maa whe did the stabbing. 

The 2 o’clock owl car drove up just as the 
fight was ending, and the late workers and 


others who use that car, saw the disturbance 
on the corner. One or two passengers got off 
to watch the fight, but finding that it was 
ever they got on the car again. The man whe 
did the stabbing ram and caught the car and 
stood on the back platform. A passenger 
on tne car, who was an eye witness of the 
affray, said to-day: 

THE RIPPER. 

‘*The man jumped on the platform and took 
his stand jost in frentofme. He sbook hkim- 
seif into shape, pulled bis ceat straight, fixed 
his euffs and began muttering oaths.

STABBED IN THE NECK. 


CHARLES WILSON FATALLY WOUNDS L. 4. 
DAVOUST, A TAILOR. 


The Old Mas Receives a Number of Kaife 
Weunds—Wilsen Captured in Front of 
the Grant Statue After an Exciting 
Chase, and the Firieg ef Several Shetes 
by His Pursurers. 


Charies Wilson, an 18-year-old boy is held at 
the Four Courts for assault with intent to

The injured man isa middle-aged tailor who 
keeps a little shop at 315 North Eleveath 
street. He sleeps in the place and is well 
known to the officers in that vicinity. Ac. 
cordingly when Officer:Riedy saw a light In the 
shop at 8 o’clock this morning be called 
Private Watchman Horning and the two 
started down the street to see what was the 
matter. As the officers came to the front door 


the boy Wilson dashed out and ran up the 
alley teward Twelfth street. 
AN EXCITING CHASE. 

Horning fred two shots at tne fugitive which 
had no effect. Riedy then set out after the fel- 
low and succeeded in bringing him to 
halt at the foot of the Grant statue. A pair of 
Pants wrapped in an old newspaper was 
feund on the prisoner’s person. 

The officer supposed that the case was one 
of burglary and teld Horning te go back and 
see what had been stelen while he 
took Wiisor to the station. Horning went te 
the shop with Officers Little and Bernstorff, 
who had been called to the scene by the shots. 
As soon as the lamp had been lighted, they 
diseovered the tallor Davoust stretched out 
on the floor by his bed, unconscious 
and covered with blood. Assoon as possible 
an ambulance was called and the injured man 
was forwarded to the Dispensary. An exawm- 
ination of the shop disciosed a dirk- bladed 
pocketknife on the floor. The weapon was 
wet with blood. Onthe bed and on the floor 
were two pools of blood. The shop was 
greatly disarranged, clothing being scattered 
about in the greatest confusion. 

Atthe Dispensary Davoust was examined 
by Dr. Steinmetz. His neck and bead on 
both sides were fearfully siashed. On the 
left side there was a deep hole which ap- 
peared as though the blade had been 
driven in tothe hilt. The patient had lost 
considerable biood and was quite weak 
even after he recovered consciousness. 
At 10 o’clock this morning Dr. Dalton atthe 
City Hospital was of the opinion that the man 
could hardly recover and had Coroner Frank 
take an ante-mortem statement in Wilson’s 

resence. Davoust said that Wilaon 

ad left at his eve a pair 
of pants tobe repaired. e said that the 
yeung man had bothered him eariier in the 
night, waking him to askif the garment had 
been mended. He told Wilson to wait until 
morning. Wilson came again at about 8 
o’clock and made such a fuss that he opened 
the shop and iet him in. They had some 
On ana Wiison plunged the knifeinto his 
neck. 

WILSON’S #TORY. 

Wilson tells a somewhat similar story. He 
insists, however, that Davoust made & sug- 
gestive proposition, and when he refused 
struck at him with aclub. Then he pulled 
out his knife and commenced to cut just as 
the old tailor was striking the second 
blow. He says Davoust was drunk atthe 
time. Wieon is18 years old and came to St.

The Schoo! Board held an adjourned meet- 
ing last night and the first thing that came up 
was the resignation of Mr. Koenig, which was 
accepted.

New Yorx, Oct. 29.—There arrived in New 
York from abroad last week a Russian, who 
until recently was a political exile in Siberia. 
He was sent there for baving in his possession 
a copy of ‘‘Buckle’s History of Civilization.’’ 
He had previously, when astudent, pub- 
lished a pamphlet which was construed as 
showing a hostile feeling to the Government. 
He suffered four years of exile and has been 
pardoned. He now comes to America to 
makeit hishome. The nuameof the exile is 
Dr. Isaac Aaronoyvich. He is cultured and bas 
a high reputation for legalability in Russia. 
Besides he is a doctor of medicine. Dr. 
Aaronovich told his story toa reperter yester- 
day in French, the language of cultivated 
Russia. 

**T shall begin,’’ said the docter, ‘‘by say- 
Ing that George Kennan has told the truth. 
The men of whom he speake in his lectures I 
have known and have met in exile. Dr. Dol- 
gOpolov, upon whom atrocious cruelty was 
practiced and who wastaken from one Sibe- 
rian place toanother in the dead of winter, 
while 11 and dressed in his nightclothes, I 
kuew intimately.

More than this sum has 
been expended during the past year. 
PROGRESS FROM THE PORT OF ENTRANCE. 

‘*Beginning at Greytown Harbor, which is 
the Atiantic port of entrance to the canal, the 
company bas builta breakwater out into the 
harbor 700 feet, which has changed the cur- 
rentalong that coast until it tends inward to 
the canal. In the lagoons formed at the canal 
entrance two iarrve Hercuies dredges are em- 
pleyed in deepening and enlarging the en- 
trance. These dredges, by the way, are part 
of the Slavin plant used on the Pasama Caral, 
Siavin being the only American employed in 
that work. His entire plant was purchased 
by the Nicaraguan company at a 
cost of over $1,000,000, and consists of elght 
dredges, each with a capacity of 265,000 cubic 
yards of matter per month, four steam tugs, 
several lighters, and much other machinery 
necessary in canal construction work. Work- 
ing from Greytown into the interior, what is 
known as the eastern division is now at the 
Divide Cut, about thirteen asd = 6 6a 
baif miles frem the This 
cut is the highest eleva- 
tion reached along the entire route of 
the Nicaraguan Canal, the elevation being 
about 404 feet above the sea level, the surface 
of the water there being 110 feet above the sea 
level. Through the Divide Cut the rock is 
being cut 324 eet deep to create the passage 
way forthecanal. In doing the preliminary 
work In this cuta diamond drill was used and 
n careful study of the material 
supplied by cutting away this roex forma- 
tion was made with the resuit that 
the engineers are assured of a plentiful sup- 
Py of good rockfor breakwater buitdiny, 

allasting, eto. This material has already 
been used onthe breakwater at Greytown 
Harber, in work on the San Juan River and at 
Ochoa, and in building embahkments and 
other similar work along the carnal route. 

TO RAISE A LAKE LEVEL. 

“"A grand engineering scheme is now being 
carried out in the building of the Nica- 
Tauguan Canal through the interior ef 
the oouatry aiong Luke Nicaraugua by 
& system of damming the river at Acton, 
which will have the effect of carring the level! 
of the lake to within eleven and a half miles 
ofthe Atlantic coast and about three miles 
from the Pacific coast. The drop dewn to 
both coasts will then be made by means of a 
series of three locks on each. This will be 
especiaily practicable on the Atlantic coast, 
where there is very little tide, not 
over two feet. and the three locks 
there will be all that is necessary. On the 
Pacific coast, in addition to the three lecks 
similar te those on the east, there will also 
be necessitated a tide lock, similar to that 
constructed successfully at Sault Ste. Marie. 

‘*The company has already completed a 
raliroad running about ten miles inte the in- 
terior from Greytown through the swamp 
lands to the Divide Cut, over which ail 
material used in the construction work is 
earried. The railway is built upon a cerdu- 
roy road bed, mede, as you are aware, by 
building on foundations of feiled logs laid 
cresewise along a route previously cleared by 
the advance guard of iaborere that aiways 
gees ahead of the construction work

**8o far,the health of the construction party 
has been comparatively good, the great sick, 
ness and mortality that decimated the ranks 
of the force engaged in the Pana™s 
Canal construction having been avoided by 
the strictest sanitary system possible ander 
the circumstances. he medical staff em- 
pores by the Nicaraguan Canai Construction 
sis iarge ani entirely adequate to the de- 
mands made upon it. Besides the permanent 
hospital at Greyton, ‘emergescy hospitais’ 
are put up at every point along the line. 
The great danger to  heaith is, of 
course, the swamp fever common to all 
trepical coasts. OCortrary to common belief, 
this fever can be easily cured provided it is 
taken in hand at the very start. If it is ever 
allowed to fasten uporm & man, that man’s 
bealth is broken as long as he remains in that 
climate, if he recovers atall from the fever. 
As s00n as x1 workman complains in the least, 
he is taken into the ‘emergency 
hospital’ atonce and put under treatment. 
The man himself has no option In the matter, 
it is the company taking care of its working 
material, and leaving out the humanitarian 
aspect of the question, it is a most excel- 
lent plan from a practical business point of 
view. It keeps the men im much better 
working. trim than if they were forced

have itatalil. Although have been, as I 
said, at the ecene of action for the past eigh- 
teen months, I have never hadatouchof the 
swamp fever,and have enjoyed uninterrupted 
good health. The one greatest cause ef 
the fever is excess in drinking or, for 
that matter, in eating, as the liver is the 
one orgasm is all tropical countries whieh is 
first affected by excess. Heavy drinking in 
thatclimate causes the eulargemernt cf the 
liver which is apt to become chronic liver 
complaint, and makes the one se affected 
peculiarly susceptible tothe fever, and wost 
apt te sink under it. 
RAIN EVERY DAY IX THE YEAR. 

‘*The use of stimulants in moderaties, 
however, is almest imperative. owing to the 
fact that itis nearly always raining, and all 
work is done while ene is wet tethe skin, 
with mo chance for dfy clothing until 
quarters are reached at nicht. There is no 
dry and wetseason. It rains twelve months 
outofthe year at Nicaragua, and steadily 
atthat. This does not interfere with the 
werk inthe least. The rain isa peculiarly 
warm one, so nearly the temperature 
of the human skin that it 
produces po chill whatever, nor isthere any 
danger of coldsfrom remaining wet all day 
or night. Upon the return of working gangs

AN INTERESTING COUNTRY. 

‘*To aperson at all interested in the study 
of botany or entomology there is a world of 
incidental interest in the life along the Nica- 
raguan Canal.

Many of the members of 
the engineer staff are enthusiastic students of 
both,and some extremely valuable collections 
have been made.

AMERICAN CATILE ABROAD, 


Secretary Rusk Confide:ut of the Removal of 
Knglish Kestrictiens. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 29.—Secretary Rusk, 
who wae in this city last night, im anéewer to a 
question said: *‘We sbail have all the re- 
strictions removed by the English Governa- 
mentifrom our cattle before long. Our vet- 
erinarians who are over on the other side 
inform me they have notfound the slightest 
trace ef pleuro-preumonia since they arrived 
im any cargo of cattie exported from this 


country. They say further that the English 
veterinarians tell themthe last trace of the 
disease found was last March. Ishall be able 
to issue a netice soon after I go back 
that the disease is stamped out 
in this country. The only traces 
of it remaining are in a herd down in 
Long Isiand and we bave that closely quaran- 
tined. Ifeel cortaim the restriction placed on 
ourcattie willbe removed very soon now. 
That will mean a difference of from $8 to $l2a 
head to our peepie. There will probably be a 
little taik wher Parilament opens, but it will 
net amount to much.’’ 

‘*Hew about the American hog?’’ 

‘*Oh, he’s allright. Just before I left Wash- 
ington I received a telegram from France, 
saying that te egy there leoked favorable 
fora removal of the laws affecting our pork 
and beef.’’ 

**Have the experiments with the sugar beet 
resulted te your satisfaction?’’ 

‘*Entirely. Thereisno manner of doubt 
now that the beet sugar industry is beyend 
the experimental stage. The Nebraska fac- 
tory when I left was producing 12% per cent 
of sugar er about thirty tonsaday. Our ex- 
periments made for the purpose of finding 
outthe best section for thie industry have 
prover that the beet needs a rather cold cli- 
mate. They cannot be grown successfully in a 
climate that produces the sugar cane, but in 
colder climates they do well. Wiscensin is 
one of those States for a successful prosecu- 
tion of that ipductry, even vetter thas Ne- 
braska, Ithiank. Towmet the best results, bow- 
ever, care has to be taken in growing the beet 
by careful selection of seed, the saccharine 
being increased greatiy. In France and Ger- 
many they brovght it up from 8 to 1b per 
cent. Experiments have been undertaken 
—_ their seed. it will be a great industry in 
time.

The colored boy is right in bis 
demand. In fact, there should never be any 
chance for difference ae to the 
time of weighing in, for it 
should be made rule by all 


clubs thatthe men should weigh just before 
entering the ring, as amar in training by 
eating a big meal and taxing a good sieep can 
gain several peunds. It is said some men can 
gain as high as seven oreight pounds in this 
way. bus aman who weighs 114 pounds ten 
hours before a figh tmight by eatinga hearty 
meal and taking a good sleep enter the ring 
weighing 120 pounds. Thus while supposediy 
fighting at 114 pounds hereally weighs six 
pourds heavier, which gives bim a big ad- 
Vantage over his adversary providing the 
latter enters the ring weighing only the limit, 
114 pounds. This is certainiy not fair nor 
just. The men should weigh just before enter- 
ing the ring and then they would have to fight 
at the regulation weight and neither would 
bave any advantage of the other. 

Siace fighting McCarthy Dixon has had some 
valuable ring experience and as he has not 
been seriously injured in any of bis batties he 
should bea better nian snow than when they 
fought before. He is younger thaa McCarthy, 
being only 19 years of age, and in 
MoCarthy had a great 
advamtage overhim in the matter of ring 
experience. This advantage will not be neariy 
#0 greatin their next set-to, owing 40 Dix- 
on’s jater Oghts, and if be was as good a wan 
as McCarthy before he should be a better one 
now. Then auother year inage is an advan- 
tage te a boy of his youth, sothat things look 
very favorable to Dixon in the coming match. 
The colered iad has beema great ring tacti- 
clan, while McCarthy has always been noted 
as one of the greatest generais that 
ever entered the squared circie. Dixon’s 
easy defeat of Nunc Wallace, the English 
chainpion, whom he settled in very short 
order, and his late victory over Johnny Mur- 
phy show conciusively that McCarthy is the 
only man of his weivht who stands any show 
of defeating him. McCarthy is still the 114 
pound champion, never having lost the title, 
and while he may be the favorite in the bet- 
ting in the coming contest, it certainly looks 
to an unprejudiced mind that, great fighter 
as the Jerseyman is, he is apt to have 
his colors lewered this time by the coffee- 
colored youth from Boston. MoCarthy 
whipped Johnny Murphy im four rounds, but 
the latter broke one arm im the first rousad 
and head todo ail his fighting with one hand. 
Despite this fact he gave McCarthy a des- 
perate hattie for four rounds and many 
thought he would have won but for the mis- 
bap he met with atthe outsetof the coatest. 
It took Dixen a lenger time to whip Murphy 
but he had far the betterof the contest¥rom 
the outset. Murphy also broke a finger in the 
first round of this fight, but he used theo in- 
jured hand neverthciess, although it must 
have pained him seriously to do so, and thus 
have handicapped him. McCarthy. aise in- 
jured his hand in hie Gght with Dixon and 
thus lessened his chances for victory. Dixon 
bas shown himself to be a wonderfvi fighter, 
and there is just one point against him. That 
is hie color. Negro pugilists have the reputa- 
tiom of being quitters when a fight is going 
against them and they are given severe pun- 
ishment. Dixorg bas never beer severely pun- 
ished, and his courage has yet to be tested. 
Many men refuse to believe that any col- 
ored man is thoroughiy game. If Me- 
Carthy ts able to punish Dixon severely 
for several rounds, so that the Boston bey 
comes up each time expecting to have to un- 
dergo etill greater torture the next round, 
Dixen’s courage may xive outand he may 
guit. He may, on the ether hand, prove an 
exception tothe rule of colored pugilists and 
take bis medicine like a man. It is extremely 
doubtful, too, whether McCarthy can punish 
him that badly, fer the colvred boyis teo 
clever. As both little fellows are scienced 
and great ring generais the battie should be a 
great one, with chauces in faver of Dixon 
winning.
